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Man dies at scene 
after bus collision

A YOUNG man died on Monday 
after he was hit by a bus in the city 
centre. 

Anthony Dillow, who is believed to 
be in his 20s, was pronounced dead 
at the scene near The Point. An 
inquest into his death is set to open 
this week. 

A large area around The Point was 
cordoned off with the surrounding 
roads closed for several hours and 
buses diverted as emergency 
services - including the air 
ambulance - rushed to the scene. 

There were many shocked bystand¬ 
ers but just as many seemed more 
concerned about what it would 
mean for their journey home. 

One bystander was overheard 
asking ‘has someone died? Ow, well 
when are the buses going to start 
again?’ 

And Thames Valley Police has 
urged people to think twice about 
what they do with any video or 
photos they took. 

Sergeant Simon Hills, from Roads 
Police based in Milton Keynes, said: 
“We are in contact with the man’s 
family and supporting them through 
this difficult time. 

“I would like to thank the public for 
their patience and understanding as 
we worked at the scene, but I would 
urge anyone who filmed the injured 
man as he was being treated to 
carefully consider what they do with 
the footage especially in relation to 
social media and sharing of files to 
avoid unnecessary upset to the 
family.” 

Police have asked for anyone with 
information on the incident to call 
them on 101 quoting reference

number URN 493 9/5. 

Sgt Hills added: “I would like to 
appeal for anybody who saw the 
collision between the pedestrian 
and the bus to come forward as they 
may have information which can 
help us as we piece together the 


tragic events from [Monday] 
morning.” 

South Central Ambulance Service 
sent two ambulances, an officer and 
an air ambulance - which 
landed in Campbell Park - to the 
incident. 


Several police officers were also 
there. The bus driver was treated at 
the scene for shock. 

Arriva confirmed one of its drivers 
was involved and said it would work 
closely with emergency services to 
investigate the matter further.

New plan for 
city’s skyline

THE city’s tallest building will boast a 
skyline restaurant, apartments for 
rent and shops - if plans are approved. 

Sterling Property Ventures has been 
selected by Milton Keynes Development 
Partnership (MKDP) as its preferred 
development partner for the major new 
scheme on the 1.5 acre site of 
Midsummer Boulevard. 

The project will also house Grade A 
office space and amenities. 

Charles Macdonald, chief executive of 
MKDP, said: “Sterling’s development 
activity in Birmingham provides a 
thrilling insight into what could be 
delivered in Milton Keynes and we 
welcome the opportunity to work 
closely with them to deliver an 
outstanding scheme.” 


The development site, known as 
B3.3N, fronts onto Midsummer 
Boulevard, between the Pinnacle and 
Witan Gate House. 

London-based architectural practice 
Doone Silver Architects has been 
appointed lead architect on the scheme. 

Its director John Silver said: “As a 
distinctive addition to the skyline, it 
will signal a new era of development for 
the city.” 

Stakeholder engagement has already 
begun and Sterling and MKDP will be 
seeking input from the public during 
the summer. 

Subject to the feedback from the 
consultation, it is anticipated that plans 
will be submitted to Milton Keynes 
Council later this year.

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Murder charge 
against partner

THERE are fears missing 
mum-of-three Natalie 
Hemming is dead, after her 
partner was charged with her 
murder. 

Police launched an urgent 
appeal last week after Natalie, 
31, from Newton Leys, was 
reported missing on Tuesday, 
May 3 by her mum and a 
friend after last being seen on 
Sunday, May 1 in Hemel 
Hempstead. 

Her partner Paul Hemming, 
42, appeared at Milton Keynes 
Magistrates’ Court on 


Saturday and at Luton Crown 
Court on Monday. 

Mr Hemming, who was 
arrested last Wednesday, was 
remanded in custody on 
Monday with a plea hearing 
set for July 11. 

The search for Natalie, who 
is white, 5ft 1, slim, with 
shoulder-length brown hair 
and blue eyes, is continuing. 

Forensics visited her Newton 
Leys home last week and at 
the weekend and a guard was 
posted outside the house. 

Thames Valley Police is 
trying to trace the movements 
of a black Ford S Max - regis¬ 
tration EJ12 UWG - between 
9.45pm on May 1 into the 
early hours of Bank Holiday 


Monday. The car, which 
police have in their posses¬ 
sion, travelled towards 
Aylesbury on the A413, then 
south of Aylesbury on the A41 
and back towards Milton 
Keynes on the A418. 

Neighbours have spoken of 
their shock, with Steve 
Marran, who only moved to 
Newton Leys last week, 
saying: “We have come up 
from Hertfordshire and we’ve 
bought a house. 

“It’s such a shame. We obvi¬ 
ously looked around the area 
before we came up and found 
it really nice and friendly so 
we chose this house and now 
we’re wondering why all these 
police officers are here.”

I’M YET to meet anyone who 
thinks The Hub is a good 
development. 

Ugly buildings, no parking 
and the most recent kick in 
the teeth when the hotel was 
downgraded to a Travelodge.

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Water warnings 
are still ignored

PEOPLE were still swimming 
in the Blue Lagoon at the 
weekend, despite a warning 
urging them not to due to the 
danger of drowning. 

Two people died in the water 
in Bletchley in 2014 and 
SaferMK has now called on 
people to heed the advice 
offered by the Royal Life 
Saving Society which high¬ 
lights the dangers of swim¬ 
ming in places such as canals, 
rivers and lakes. 

But a small minority of 


people still risked a dip in the 
water on Sunday, despite 
warning signs saying that 
they should do exactly the 
opposite of that. 

Colin Wilderspin, head of 
SaferMK for Milton Keynes 
Council, said: “We are aware 
of citizens continuing to take 
risks by entering open waters. 

“As a result we will be work¬ 
ing with partners carrying 
out patrols and providing 
guidance at open water sites 
across the borough. 

“Safer MK partners try to 
reinforce this message but 
often get ignored. We ask 
citizens to please remember 


these people are only trying 
to prevent a tragedy and ask 
they are treated with respect.” 

In 2014, 20-year-old Emily 
Johnson and 61-year-old Paul 
Allsop drowned within weeks 
of each other in the Blue 
Lagoon. 

Mr Wilderspin added: “Don’t 
enter any open water sites in 
any circumstances. The only 
safe place to bathe is in super¬ 
vised swimming pools. 

“Please enjoy the outdoors 
in a responsible manner and 
remain safe. If you witness 
people in the lakes, ponds, 
river or canal, call police on 
101, or, in an emergency, 999.”

Another inmate 
dies at Woodhill

AN INQUEST has opened 
after an inmate at HMP 
Woodhill became the 13th to 
die at the prison since 2013. 

Michael George Cameron, 
45, who is originally from 
Waterloo in London, was on 
remand at HMP Woodhill 
when prison officers entered 
his cell on April 28 and found 
him hanging. 

He was transferred to the 


intensive care department at 
Milton Keynes University 
Hospital but he was later 
pronounced dead. 

Mr Cameron had been seen 
by prison officers not long 
beforehand and had eaten 
and it seemed all was well 
with him. 

Milton Keynes Coroner’s 
Court opened an inquest into 
his death on Friday with a 
pre-inquest review into Mr 
Cameron’s death scheduled 
for later this year and a full 


inquest set to take place after 
that. 

Mr Cameron is the fifth 
prisoner to die at HMP 
Woodhill in just a few months 
and the NHS Foundation that 
works with the inmates has 
labelled the number of deaths 
‘unacceptably high’. 

The prison service has 
previously responded to the 
number of deaths, highlight¬ 
ing how seriously it takes 
these cases and the care it 
gives to all inmates.

A HOMELESS man claims 
he was kicked out of 
McDonald’s in Xscape, 
despite being a paying 
customer. 

Malcolm Campbell went 
into the fast food restau¬ 
rant on Friday, April 22 
when, despite buying some 
food and a hot drink, he 
says he was still told by 
staff to leave. 

He claimed: “I had bought 
a drink and food but I was 
still told I was not allowed 
to sit in there. This has 
happened twice and the 
management said they 
didn’t want me in there. 

“I was not causing any 
disturbance and I think 
they think I am going to sit 
in there to sleep but I just 
wanted to finish my drink.” 

The 49-year-old has been 
on and off the streets for 
the last 20 years and is 
currently not eligible for 
council housing because of 
alcoholism. 

He said in other 
McDonald’s, including the 


centre:mk, the staff are 
happy for him to sit with a 
drink, especially in the 
cold weather, and he is well 
behaved. 

His friend Ricky Oates, 
who is now off the streets 
but trying to support 
Malcolm, added: “He had 
just got drenched in the 
downpour while he was 
trying to sleep. He brought 
a cup of tea and put his 
bags on the chair next to 
him. 

“According to Malcolm 
security said homeless 
people are not welcome in 
the store, despite revellers 
making more noise and 
causing more disruption 
than him.” 

McDonald’s is looking 
into the claims by speaking 
to staff at the Xscape 
branch. Its franchisee, Ken 
Tomkins, said: “We 

welcome all members of 
the community into our 
restaurants and therefore 
do not have a policy in 
place to ban homeless 
people. We are looking into 
this incident and apologise 
for any confusion or upset 
caused.”

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Seven challenges 
for Henry’s mum

A WELL-KNOWN mum is 
taking on seven crazy 
challenges for her late son’s 
seventh birthday and to raise 
awareness of childhood 
cancer. 

Dawn Allen, the mother of 
four-year-old Henry Allen 
who died from rare child¬ 
hood cancer neuroblastoma 
in 2013 and was the inspira¬ 
tion behind The Henry Allen 
Trust charity, completed her 
first challenge last week and 
is already petrified of the next 
one. 

The 39-year-old from 
Bletchley ran the MK Half 
Marathon on Bank Holiday 
Monday in just over three 
hours after just seven weeks 
of training and will soon be 
faced with feeding seven 
venomous snakes. 

“Everyone knows I am not a 
runner and it was hell, but 
nothing like the hell families 
go through when their chil¬ 
dren have cancer,” she said. 

“I was so disappointed I did 
not make my two hour target, 
but it was such an emotional 
experience with support from 


families we help on the side¬ 
line. My next challenge is 
holding and feeding seven 
venomous snakes and I am 
sweating just talking about it. 
But I just think let’s do it.” 

Some of the other challeng¬ 
es that have been suggested 
by The Henry Allen team and 
some of the families it helps 
include abseiling down the 
Lift Tower in Northampton, 
white water rafting, or rally 
racing. 

Dawn added: “I hate water 


and am not good with speed 
either. The idea of abseiling 
petrifies me as even though I 
have jumped out of a plane, I 
would be doing this on my 
own and be in control of the 
wire. 

“If anyone comes up with 
any other ideas I am happy 
for a challenge.”

Love split teen took 
own life on the Ml

THE death of a teenager 
whose body was found on the 
Ml has been ruled as suicide 
by a coroner. 

Former Ousedale School 
student Johnathon McHale, 
19, of Wolverton Road, 
Newport Pagnell, was 
pronounced dead in the early 
hours of the morning on 
January 8 after he had jumped 
from a bridge over the Ml the 


previous night and landed 
head first on the carriageway, 
before being struck multiple 
times by vehicles. 

An inquest into his death 
finished on Friday, with 
assistant coroner Elizabeth 
Grey citing testimony from 
collision investigators, as well 
as ‘the trigger’ of Johnathon 
finding out his long-term 
girlfriend had cheated on 
him, as evidence that he’d 
taken his own life. 

Speaking at the inquest, 


Johnathon’s parents 

explained how their son had 
been upset about the break¬ 
up with his girlfriend a few 
days prior to his death. 

But his father said it seemed 
Johnathon had been coping 
with the split and his suicide 
had come as a total shock to 
them. 

Johnathon had left suicide 
notes before his death 
and the court was 
packed with his friends and 
family.

£1,5m centre to be 
built for community

A NEW community centre 
will be built in Broughton. 

The Milton Keynes Hindu 
Association is raising the 
£1.5million to build the facil¬ 
ity off Ferrymeadows Close. 

The first phase will be to 
construct a quiet room, with 
work due to begin in either 
June or July and completed by 
the end of the year. 

The room will be able to 
accommodate between 120 
and 140 people, which is three 
times more than the current 
temporary building at the 
site. 

Eventually a hall will extend 
the space so it can accommo¬ 
date 500 people, with the 
charity raising funds and 
hoping to get financial back¬ 
ing for this next stage of 
development. 

People will be able to hold 
functions and community 
events once the hall is 
constructed. 

The centre is a massive 
boost to the Hindu commu¬ 
nity, which currently has to 
rent properties to hold events. 

“People are excited because 


they want something they 
can associate with,” said Raj 
Chauhan, trustee of the 
charity, which has about 900 
families on its books. 

“It will bring the communi¬ 
ty closer together and it’s an 
exciting time as it will bring 
everything together under 
one roof. It is also a place 
where the wider community 
can visit. 

“We need to start small with 


phase one and then think big 
afterwards.” 

The association’s fundrais¬ 
ing activities include a 108- 
mile bike ride at Pure Gym in 
Winterhill between 4pm and 
9pm on Monday. 

It is also holding an event 
from May 22-28, which will be 
centred around the daily 
recital of the story of Hindu 
God Lord Shiva by a famous 
kathakar (storyteller).

FIREFIGHTERS have 
confirmed the cause of a fire 
that caused an historic 
building to collapse and 
affected businesses was 
electrical. 

The blaze in High Street, 
Stony Stratford, on Sunday, 
May 1 took Buckinghamshire 
Fire and Rescue several hours 
to get under control. 

Several businesses were 
affected by the fire and Stony 
Stratford Business 

Association has since urged 
firms to rally together and 
help each other out. 

After seeing the appeal, HCS 
Crafts offered Carmichael’s 
Vaping space in its shop so it 
could carry on trading while 
the clean up and recovery 
work takes place. 

Stephen Clark, 44, owner of 
HCS Crafts in Swinfens Yard, 
said: “We saw on Facebook 
that the business association 
was asking if anyone could 
help out, so we’ve given them 
a section of our shop. 

“We used to occupy the 
building that burnt down two 
or three years ago. It’s all still 


very much up in the air.” 

The business association, 
Stony Stratford Town Council 
and MK Council are working 
to speed up clearance of the 
High Street and inspections 
of the remaining buildings. 

The fire left some business¬ 
es such as Carmichael’s - 
which is based in Stratford 
Arcade - unable to trade from 
its current location. 

David Carmichael, 54, 
owner of Carmichael’s 
Vaping, said: “HCS Crafts 


offered up a bit of their shop 
for us to use. 

“My shop is unaffected by 
the fire but we have no access 
into the arcade. 

“We just don’t know how 
long we will be out for. 

“But we will be trading for 
the same kind of hours as 
before and offering the same 
range.” 

A fire took place on the same 
day at The Bull Inn in Olney, 
but there is still no update on 
when it will reopen.

“The wounds could be 
consistent with a bite from a 
medium sized animal.. 

“Given the degree of infec¬ 
tion in the wound, the injury 
is likely to have occurred 
many days ago and this 
secondary infection is more 
likely to have caused death.” 

A spokesman for The Parks 
Trust said: “We would like to 
remind people to keep a look 
out for swans nests and signs 
alerting people to the nests in 
their area.”

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Vintage Shell garage to 
be a world first for town 



ONEMK is taking a look at 
the latest news and events 
going on in Newport Pagnell 
over the next few months. 

The market town has a full 
schedule of activities 
coming up, including the 
popular Newport Pagnell 
Carnival. 

But this isn’t the only 
exciting news from the 
town. Residents are already 
looking forward to a new 
development planned for 
the area in 2017 to 
celebrate its motoring 
history. 


A MAN'S 12-year dream can now 
come true after planning 
permission was granted for the 
first vintage garage of its kind in 
the world. 

Mick Pacey, chairman of Woad 
Corner Limited who has a global 
licence to represent the Shell 
brand pre-1971, has had plans to 
open the garage since 2004. 

The £2.5million Woad Corner, 
which is set to open next year 
along Sherington Road, will 
include the world’s first fully 
operational vintage Shell petrol 
station, a drive-thru diner, 1950s 
coffee bar, classic car showrooms, 
period retailing and office space. 

Mr Pacey, who actually lives in 
the town, said: “Newport Pagnell 


has 200 years of motoring history, 
from Salmon Coachmakers to 
Aston Martin. 

“This will be a unique selling 
point for the town, which, like 
other market towns, has suffered 
from the internet and shopping 
centres, but I believe as the first 
vintage Shell garage in the world it 
will be a great visitor attraction.” 

The 10,000ft mixed use building 
will also have parking and look 
over the countryside and River 
Great Ouse in Newport Pagnell. 

Mr Pacey plans to roll out garag¬ 
es in other places of historic 
motoring significance including 
towns in Italy, Germany and 
France. 

He added: “What seemed like a 


good idea at the time has been a 
long process. It has been a roller¬ 
coaster ride of emotions. 

“I finally got planning permis¬ 
sion from Milton Keynes Council 
two months ago. 

“I am looking for a blend of part¬ 
ners for the site from 1950s 
barbers to a blend of retail. The 
plan is part of a number of sites to 
be rolled out all over the world.” 

Mr Pacey admitted he has 
already had a great response from 
residents. 

And as well as creating local 
employment opportunities, Mr 
Pacey also hopes the site will 
increase local tourism and trade, 
as well as attracting national and 
international coverage.

People will be able to hold their 
own events on site from vintage 
parties to car rallies, auctions and 
conferences. 

On the second floor of the build¬ 
ing there are also plans for a 
museum and art gallery to 
continue to celebrate Shell’s 
history The third floor will be 
available to rent by businesses. 

Chairman of Newport Pagnell 
Business Association, Brian Rudd 
from Cambourne Travel, 
commented: “We are certainly 
welcoming Woad Corner Garage. 

“We have been involved in the 
plans from the start 12 years ago 
and it has been a long process 
with a few problems with plan¬ 
ning but we fully support it. 

“It is very exciting news and will 
reinforce Newport Pagnell’s 
history as a motor manufacturing 
town with Aston Martin, which 
used to make cars here and now 
continues to showcase cars and 
hold events here.”

naturereserve 


THE city’s newest nature reserve is 
buzzing with life, according to The Parks 
Trust’s biodiversity officer Martin Kincaid. 

The 48 hectare site, at Manor Farm, in 
Old Wolverton, which was quarried be¬ 
tween 2007 and 2014, is being restored 
for a wealth of wildlife and its 2.5km of 
footpaths, boardwalks and three bird 
hides are now open while the contractor 
finishes the details. 

Although still very much a work in 
progress, the Floodplain Forest Nature 
Reserve is already widely known for its 
abundant wildlife. At this time of year 
the site is full of migrating birds, 
including swallows, sand and house 
martins, warblers, wheatears and 
brilliantly colourful yellow wagtails. 

The various islands and muddy banks 
are used by declining wading birds like 
lapwing, pictured, redshank, ringed 
and little ringed plovers as well as black 
headed gulls and common terns. 

Elsewhere at Manor Farm, barn owls 
and little owls nest and may be seen on 


evening or early morning visits. 

One of my favourite species arrives 
in May - the hobby. This small falcon, 
another migrant from Africa, is a dashing 
hunter, chasing after swallows and other 
small birds at this time of year but 
feeding mainly on dragonflies in the 
summer months. 

Although less evident than the birds, the 
lakes and ditches are abound with insect 
life too.

FANS of the late flat-cap wearing 
steeplejack Fred Dibnah 
sometimes spend the night at his 
old quirky house - a shrine to 
the golden age of steam.

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Nissan Pulsar 
1.5 DCI Tekna

REMEMBER the Nissan Almera? No, not many 
people do. Well, it was a perfectly acceptable - 
if rather dull - family hatchback and it didn’t quite 
catch the public’s eye. 

It’s been gone a full decade now, and since then 
Nissan has had a runaway success with the 
Qashqai crossover. 

But not everyone needs or wants an SUV lookalike 
or a people carrier and there’s living proof the 
hatchback sector is alive and kicking...witness the 
success of the Focus, Golf and Astra. 

So Nissan two years ago made a bold return to 
the fold with the five-door Pulsar which uses the 
same engines and much of the running gear as 
the Qashqai. Cheaper than the Golf, it is well 
equipped, roomy and robust. 

Two petrol versions are available - a 1.2-litre 
113bhp economy model and a 1.6-litre 188bhp, 
sporty model. 

Then there’s the 1.5-litre turbo diesel which with 
108bhp and a useful amount of torque is the car to 
appeal to families and fleet users alike for its zero 
road tax and high economy. Around the 50mpg 
mark on everyday journeys is within easy reach. 


By the time you are up to Tekna level the 
compact, but rather upright standing Pulsar has 
such treats as heated mirrors, leather upholstery, 
heated front seats, surround camera system and 
lane departure warning. The price of the 1.5 DCI 
Tekna is £22,445. 

Deceptively roomy within the cabin, the Pulsar is 
well finished with high quality trim, an attractive 
but practical facia and plenty of family-friendly 
pockets and storage places to carry necessary 
oddments. 

The controls are light and well placed. Luggage 
must be lifted over a high sill into the boot, but 
dimensions are generous and up to 385litres 
of cargo can be carried, making it one of the 
roomiest cars in its class. Fold the rear seats 
down and this expands to 1,395 litres. 

So, the Pulsar satisfies or exceeds demands on 
accommodation and economy, but how does it drive? 
If you are expecting a comfortable car but not a 
sporty one, then you will be quite happy. While 
it scores well in terms of refinement and ride 
standard, even over undulating or pock-marked 
roads, it doesn’t break new ground in athleticism 
or dynamics and the steering is a tad too light to 
be communicative. 

Cornering is safe and predictable, and despite 
some body roll, adhesion is up to the class average. 
The six-speed gearbox is reasonably light but 
the change has a long-throw action. Acceleration 
is slightly below the class average with 62mph 
coming up in just over 11 seconds. Top speed 
is 118mph. 

Gear ratios are relatively high which benefits 
quiet, relaxed cruising but means inclines may 
force you to change down earlier than normal.

MAX Verstappen says he is excited at 
the prospect of making his Red Bull 
debut at the Spanish Grand Prix this 
weekend. 

Daniil Kvyat was unceremoniously 
dropped to Red Bull’s sister team Toro 
Rosso after he bumped into Ferrari’s 
Sebastian Vettel twice at the Russian 
Grand Prix on May 1. 

Two weeks before that he was on the 
receiving end of the former Red Bull 
World Champion’s wrath after another 
incident he thought the Russian driver 
was at fault for. 

Now though, Red Bull have Belgian 
Verstappen, 18, at the helm, and luckily 
for him he has his first race at a track 
where the Formula One teams do a lot 
of testing before the season begins, so 
Barcelona is a circuit he knows well. 

Verstappen’s promotion is an inter¬ 
esting one as he has impressed for Toro 
Rosso, and there were rumours that 
some of the big teams such as Ferrari 
were sniffing around his availability. 

Therefore the reason for the driver 
change between him and Kvyat is 
probably as much a hands-off warning 
to the likes of those big teams, as much 
as anything negative Kvyat has done. 

Indeed, the Russian driver as recently 
as a month ago achieved a podium for 
Red Bull, and he out-performed Daniel 
Ricciardo last season, so to say that his 
form has dropped would probably be a 
touch on the harsh side. 

“I’m very excited for the opportunity 
to drive for Red Bull Racing and I can’t 


wait to jump in the car in Barcelona,” 
said Verstappen. 

“I have a lot of work to do ahead of the 
race, lots of data to study but luckily it’s 
a track I know well because we have 
driven there so much. 

“The main straight is quite a long one, 
so you need a good top speed. For me 
the best parts of the track are Turn 
Three and Turn Nine, as they are both 
high-speed ones. The last sector is also 


interesting, as it’s very technical and 
hard on tyres. 

“The crowd is also one you always 
notice, with many Spanish fans show¬ 
ing their support and enjoying the 
racing!” 

Ricciardo meanwhile is looking for¬ 
ward to the Spanish Grand Prix, which 
he says signals the start of the summer 
season of Formula One as it is the first 
event in Europe of the season.

Nash unhappy 
after Vernay 
incident at Spa 

NEWPORT Pagnell racer James 
Nash had to be satisfied with eighth 
and sixth in the two TCR 
International Series races held at 
the legendary Spa Francorchamps 
circuit in the Belgian Ardennes. 

Starting from the third row for 
both races, Nash made reasonable 
starts to hold a good fourth place for 
most of the opening round and held 
fifth initially in the second before 
dropping back to sixth where he 
finished. 

It was the opening race though 
that provided the main moment of 
controversy when with just two laps 
to go the much lighter (40kg) 
Volkswagen Golf of Frenchman 
Jean-Karl Vernay unceremoniously 
punted Nash’s SEAT Leon off-track 
at the final corner. Vernay was 
immediately handed a 30-second 
time penalty by the race stewards 
for his misdemeanour though it did 


not help Nash, who had done well 
not to clatter the barriers. 

Nash was understandably 
unhappy about the incident. 

He said: “Being pushed off track 
by a rival who took to foul means 
after running out of ideas to pass 
me fairly has to be unacceptable. 
That he did so in a car that is 
substantially lighter than mine 
added insult really.” 

From Nash’s championship point 


of view, the bright spot was that 
neither of the races were won by a 
main rival for the title and after six 
of 22 races he retains second place 
in the standings, just two points shy 
of his teammate Pepe Oriola. 

The next TCR International Series 
event takes place at Imola in Italy in 
two weeks. 

Nash added: “I’m relieved and 
maybe a little surprised to still be 
holding a close second.”
